One of. the effects of the biT will 
be to give clearer recognition to the 
separate identity of  jndividual 
countries of the Commonwealth. 

It will also clarify the position 
about diplomatic protection and en- 
able Dominion Governments, when 
negotiating with other countries to 
define, with precision, the people 
for whom it negotiates. 


The bill follows a Commonwealth 
Conference in London last February. 
This reached «certain broad ngree- 
ments which are likely to bo re- 
flected in Jegisiation, similar to the 
United Kitigdom bi, by cach of the 
Dominions involved. 

The bill now issued_provides that 
the United Kingdom Briton will be 
a British subject os distinct from 
those of the self-governing Domlin- 


dons. 
Broad Effects 


The brond effect of. the new 
arrangement will be that a United 
Kingdom citizen going to one of the 
Dominions, while he will have Bri- 
tish status, will not nutomatically 
enjoy local citizenship rights.
